Stephenson 
Familyhopes 
for answers 

Murders still unsolved 


The family and friends 
of the late Bill and Peggy 
Stephenson joined togeth¬ 
er at Beaver Lick Chris¬ 
tian Church Tuesday night 
to mark the one-year an¬ 
niversary of the couple’s 
unsolved murders. They 
also honored the couple 
who touched many lives 
with their compassion and 
kindness. 

The Stephensons, both 
74 at the time of their 
deaths, came from a large, 
tightly knit Northern Ken¬ 
tucky family with many 
members living in Galla¬ 
tin County including Li¬ 
brary Director Shirley 
Wamick and well-known 
restaurateur Tina Ste¬ 
phenson. They were bru¬ 
tally and mysteriously 
murdered in their Boone 
County home on May 29, 
2011. 

A year later, the case 
remains unsolved. Over 
the Memorial Day week¬ 
end, two Boone County 
detectives were hundreds 
of miles away searching 
for clues that may finally 
solve the murders. 

Detectives Coy Cox 
and Matt Mullins remain 
on the case full time. They 
have visited 14 states - 
from New England to 
Texas - and interviewed 
more than 225 people, 
according to Tom Sche- 
ben, Boone County Sher¬ 
iff’s spokesman. The two 
were following up on a 
recent tip and were more 
than 200 miles away from 
home over the holiday 
weekend. 

Bill and Peggy Ste¬ 
phenson were involved in 
the Union Baptist Church 
where Bill was a deacon 
and Peggy played the or¬ 
gan for 42 years. Bill also 
served in the Trucker’s 
Chapel ministry at the T. 
A. Truck Stop in Llorence 
and often spent the week¬ 
ends driving food and 
clothes to needy families 
in Eastern Kentucky. 

“We all miss them so 
much,” said Shirley War- 
nick as she prepared to go 
to Tuesday’s candlelight 
service. “Their deaths 
have left a big void in our 
lives that we feel every 
day.” 

Investigators have said 
almost nothing about the 
murders including how 
the couple was killed or 
described the crime scene. 
It’s known, however, the 
deaths were violent and 
bloody. 

Lamily members close 
to the case said little about 


the details of the crimes 
as well. The couples’s 
children, Doug Stephen¬ 
son, Tom Stephenson and 
Beth Victor, have offered 
a $5,000 reward for in¬ 
formation leading to an 
arrest. 

“While we know they 
are in a much better place, 
there’s not a day goes by 
that our hearts don’t ache 
over losing them in such a 
brutal and senseless way,” 
said Doug Stephenson. 

More grief for the fam¬ 
ily came last month when 
Bill and Peggy Stephen¬ 
son’s nephew, Charles 
“Steve” Stephenson, 58, 
of Walton, was charged 
with the violent murder of 
Leigh Jennings, 67, in her 
Aurora, Ind. home. 

Police say Steve Ste¬ 
phenson repeatedly frac¬ 
tured Jennings’s skull 
with an iron skillet and 
large pepper grinder and 
then stole $1,000 from her 
safe. Stephenson alleg¬ 
edly needed the money to 
repay a debt so he could 
stay out of jail. His father 
was the late Robert Ste¬ 
phenson, Billy Stephen¬ 
son’s brother. Billy and 
Robert Stephenson were 
two of 16 Stephenson 
children who grew up in 
Boone County. 

Police haven’t con¬ 
firmed or denied Steve 
Stephenson is a suspect in 
the murders of his uncle 
and aunt. He currently is 
jailed in Dearborn Coun¬ 
ty, Ind. 

Billy and Peggy Ste¬ 
phenson were so well 
known and respected that 
the Kentucky State senate 
passed a resolution honor¬ 
ing them in January. 

It read: “The Stephen¬ 
sons were outstanding cit¬ 
izens touching hundreds 
of lives through their 
work in the church and 
community. The members 
of the Senate express their 
profound sense of sorrow 
upon the passing of Peggy 
Ann Parker Stephenson 
and William “Bill” Lee 
Stephenson and extend to 
their family, friends and 
community their most 
heartfelt sympathy.”

The winners: Thomas Massie, Rand Paul and money 


The big winners in Tuesday’s 
election were U.S. Sen. Rand 
Paul, his buddy, Thomas Massie, 
and money. The big losers in¬ 
cluded those who don’t like big 
money warping our elections. 
The long-term losers could be 
Democrats in the November 6 
general election. 

Massie, the Lewis County 
judge/executive, won the Repub¬ 
lican nomination for congress in 
the 4th district. He was the favor¬ 
ite of tea party supporters who 
are led in this state by Paul, the 
junior senator and son of Texas 
libertarian congressman and 
presidential candidate Ron Paul. 

Rand Paul and his allies were 
deeply involved in the Massie 
campaign. Ron Paul followers 
ran an allied campaign that turned 
a close race into a mnaway. 

Massie reported raising just 
over $300,000 but probably got 
more than $600,000 worth of 
help from the “Liberty for All” 
Super PAC, a political action 
committee formed by Texas col¬ 
lege student John Ramsey, who 
formed the PAC with money he 
inherited from his grandfather. 

Massie might have won with¬ 
out the PAC, but it may have 
made the difference. Not only 
did it provide TV and radio ads, 
it sponsored polling, mailings 
and get-out-the-vote efforts — 
virtually a complete campaign. 
The PAC’s executive director is 
Preston Bates, a University of 
Louisville economics senior who 
worked in the Ron Paul cam¬ 
paign, as did Ramsey. 

Super PACs, which can take 
unlimited contributions and 
make unlimited expenditures as 
long as they don’t coordinate 
with candidates, were also large¬ 
ly responsible for Mitt Romney’s 


victory in the presidential prima¬ 
ries, particularly in Florida. 

This new Wild West of campaign 
finance has been created by a Su¬ 
preme Court with five justices who 
seem to be amazingly ignorant of 
the realities of politics. 

Do they really believe wealthy 
people who apour huge sums into 
a super PAC will never seek a favor 
from an official they helped elect? 

Don’t they understand tthe “no¬ 
coordination” rule can be circum¬ 
vented, with little prospect that 
any violators would be prosecuted 
before an election? Don’t they see 
that in equating money with speech, 
they give the wealthy even more in¬ 
fluence in government? 

The old pay-to-play game can’t 
be abolished but it can be reined 
in, with limits and prompt disclo¬ 
sure. We still have such a system 
for candidates and parties, but with 
super PACs it is much less effec¬ 
tive. It will probably take another 
scandal like Watergate to bring the 
campaign-finance pendulum back 
to rational territory. 


Republicans think their pros¬ 
pects look even better than a week 
ago. More than 42 percent of reg¬ 
istered Democrats who voted in 
the primary preferred uncommitted 
delegates to the national conven¬ 
tion rather than President Barack 
Obama, indicating their unhappi¬ 
ness with him. 

The Obama-Romney race will 
be big news and Republicans will 
try to wrap the president around the 
neck of every vulnerable Demo¬ 
crat. 

Obama has made no effort to 
campaign in Kentucky, and few 
Democrats are willing to defend 
him publicly. 

One is Bill Adkins, the William- 
stown lawyer who has the daunt¬ 
ing task of running against Massie. 
On KET election night, he said, “I 
believe Barack Obama has done a 
good job.” That’s unlikely to help 
his campaign.

Unemployment in Gal¬ 
latin County fell to 7.8 
percent in April, accord¬ 
ing to the state’s Office 
of Employment.

Woodford County re¬ 
corded the lowest job¬ 
less rate in the Common¬ 
wealth in April at 5.1 
percent. It was followed 
by Shelby County at 5.8 
percent, Fayette and Old¬ 
ham counties at 5.9 per¬ 
cent and Hancock County 
at 6 percent. 

The highest unemploy¬ 
ment rates were found in 
the mountains of Eastern 
Kentucky. Fulton County 
had the highest rate in 
April at 20.5 percent. It 
was followed by Magof¬ 
fin County at 15.7 percent, 
Jackson County at 13.7 
percent and Eeslie County 
at 13.2 percent.

HELP LIVESTOCK 
BEAT THE HEAT 

Humans aren’t the only 
ones that suffer from the 
heat of summer. Farm 
animals feel the heat, too. 
With summer tempera¬ 
tures already upon us, it’s 
time to think about ways to 
know when your livestock 


may he in danger from the 
heat and what to do to re¬ 
duce their plight. 

The University of Ken¬ 
tucky Agricultural Weather 
Center provides warnings 
of the potential danger to 
livestock. Livestock be¬ 
come uncomfortable when 
the heat index reaches 


about 90 degrees. The heat 
index is a combination of 
air temperature and humid¬ 
ity and is used to describe 
how it feels outside. 

The Agricultural Weath¬ 
er Center regularly moni¬ 
tors heat indices across the 
state and provides an index 
of its own - the Livestock 
Heat Stress Index - to help 
producers know when heat 
stress could create a prob¬ 
lem for their animals. The 
county-by-county index 
indicates three levels of 
heat stress: no stress, dan¬ 
ger stress and emergency 
stress. 

Periods of heat stress 
call for livestock produc¬ 
ers to be vigilant in making 
sure their animals are ad¬ 
equately prepared. One of 
the most important things 
producers can do is provide 
cool, clean drinking wa¬ 
ter. Providing an adequate 
source of drinking water 
helps to keep animals’ in¬ 
ternal body temperatures 
within normal limits. 
Above-ground water lines 
need to be shaded so they 
do not can act as solar wa¬ 
ter heaters and make the 
water too hot to drink. 

It is also important for 
animals to have shade and

for buildings to be as open 
as possible for adequate 
ventilation. Sprinkler sys¬ 
tems that periodically spray 
a cool mist on the animals 
can also be beneficial. 

It is best to avoid work¬ 
ing animals during periods 
of heat stress. Producers 
should also avoid transport¬ 
ing livestock during high 
levels of heat stress. When 
livestock must be trans¬ 
ported, haul fewer animals 
per load. Planning trips so 
the animals can be loaded 
immediately before leaving 
and unloaded quickly upon 
arrival can likewise help 
minimize the risk. 

Producers who want to 
keep up-to-date with the 
livestock heat stress index 
can access the Agricultural 
Weather Center’s website 
http://weather.uky.edu.
